TEL AVIV, May 3 (R). — Israeli anti-aircraft batteries 
today drove off two Syrian Mig-17 aircraft which enter- 
ed Israeli-held territory near Mount Hezmon on the 
Golan Heights, the army claimed. A spokesman said 
the two Syrian planes crossed back into Syrian territory 
after the batteries opened fire. Observers here said the 
incident was unusual because the once-explosive Golan 
Heights region has been quiet for more than a year. 
The heights were captured by Israel during the 1967 
Middle East war.

TEL AVIV, May 3 (Agencies) 
A 15-year-old Arab boy was 
killed and three other Arab vi- 
llagers and six Israeli soldiers 
were injured today in two cla- 
shes in the occupied West Bank 
of the Jordan, military authori- 
ties announced. 

Israeli authorities said both 
incidents occurred in the villa- 
ge of Qabatiya, south of Jenin, 
where about 100 youths staged 
anti-Israel demonstrations, blo- 
cking roads and burning tyres. 

An Israeli army truck was 
stopped at one of the barriers 
and was prevented from mov- 
ing by stone-throwing youths, 
the authorities raid. 

A soldier First fired warning 


shots, then fired closer when 
the youths moved to take over 
the truck. 

Israeli news reports said yo- 
uth Bilal Abu Roub was shot 
in the head and be died insta- 
ntly. Another youth was slightly 
injured by another bullet, rep- 
orts raid. 

The soldier was arrested and 
an investigation begun, the au- 
thorities added. 

Later, villagers threw a pet- 
rol bomb at an army jeep and 
then stoned the soldiers, who 
opened fire wounding three Ar- 
abs. Another jeep-load of soldi- 
ers arrived and was also stoned.

AMMAN. May 3 (R). — Egypt- 
ian Vice President Husni Muba- 
rak s a i d in an interview publish- 
ed here today that there was 
full coordination among the Ar- 
ab states on the policy to be 
followed in the Middle East 

He told the daily newspaper 
Al Dustour : "There is comp- 
lete and full coordination am- 
ong (Arab) confrontation sta- 
tes in particular and the Arab 
countries in general on strategy 
regarding the Middle East pro- 
blem. 

"This coordination will con- 
tinue in order to face the politi- 
cal and military dimensions of 
the next stage.” 

He added that a meeting wo- 
uld be held between Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Assad, President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt and His 
Majesty King Hussein after the 
conclusion of talks with U.S. 
President Carter. 


A date and venue for the 
meeting would be arranged thr- 
ough diplomatic channels, the 
Egyptian vice president said. 

Mr. Mubarak said Arab policy 
was governed by the “basic 
principles" to which Egypt, Sy- 
ria and Jordan were commit- 
ted. 

He listed these principles as 
full withdrawal from all occ- 
upied Arab territories, preser- 
ving the old sector of Jerusalem 
as an Arab city and setting up 
a Palestinian state in the Gaza 
Strip and the West Bank of 
Jordan. 

Discussions by President Sa- 
dat' and King Hussein with Pre- 
sident Carter in Washington 
and the coming talks between 
President Assad and the Ame- 
rican leader in Geneva are all 
governed by these principles, he 
added.

Vice President Walter Mondale 
will have talks with South Af- 
rican Premier John Vorster 
here on May 19 and 20, Aust- 
rian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
announced today. 

' The meeting is seen as the 
latest initiative by the United 
States to speed moves towards 
black rule in South West Af- 
rica (Namibia) and Rhodesia. 

15-party centre 
alliance formed 
to back Suarez 

MADRID, May 3 (R). — . A 
centre alliance of 15 political 
parties supporting Prime Mini- 
ster Adolfo Suarez was formed 
today to forestall a rightwing 
victory in Spain’s general elec- 
tions next month. 

Senor Suarez was expected 
to broadcast to the nation late 
tonight his decision to stand 
for parliament, with the allian- 
ce behind him. 

The formation of the group 
called Union of the Democratic 
Centre (UCD) was announced 
by former Public Works Minis- 
ter Leopoldo Cal vo Sotelo who 
resigned lost week, apparently 
to manage Senor Suarez elec- 
tion venture. 


Dr. Kreisky said in a state- 
ment after a weekly cabinet 
meeting that Mr. Mondale wo- 
uld arrive here on May 18 for 
a three-day official visit to Aus- 
tria, which would include two 
days of discussions with the 
South African leader.

Officials said Mr. Mondale 
will also discuss an Anglo-Ame- 
rican effort directed at bringing 
black majority rule to Rhodesia 
when he stops in London dur- 
ing a tour of Europe, 

Apart from Britain, Mr. Mon- 
dale is expected to visit Por- 
tugal. Spain and Yugoslavia. 

The United States -- along 
with Britain, France, West Ge- 
rmany and Canada pressed 
in talks with Mr. Vorster .last 
-week for progress in granting 
independence to the territory. 

According to informed sour- 
ces in Cape Town, ambassadors 
of the five Western powers per- 
suaded South Africa to modify 
its independence plans, which 
excluded the participation of 
guerrillas belonging to the So- 
uth West Africa Peoples Orga- 
nisation (SWAPO). 

SWAPO participation in the 
independence process is now 
said to be a real possibility, 
the sources say.

Zairese, Soviet 
relations may 
be suspended 

KINSHASA, May 3 (R). — 
Zaire hinted today at possible 
diplomatic reprisals against the 
Soviet Union for allegedly ba- 
cking insurrection in the sou- 
thern province of Shaba, where 
Moroccan-supported govern- 
ment troops are claiming a 
massacre” of the rebels. 

The faint followed an announ- 
cement yesterday that relations 
with Communist East Germany 
were being suspended because 
of allegedly East German arms 
supplies to the rebels in the 
mineral rich province. 

East German diplomats, giv- 
en 48 tours to leave Zaire, 
were hurriedly packing docu- 
ments and belongings at Kin- 
shasa. 

The official newspaper Salo- 
ngo repeated attacks on the So- 
viet Union for allegedly mas- 
terminding the Shaba upheaval 
and said : “Those who betray 
our friendship will be unmask- 
ed and treated consequently 
like East Germany." 

But Western diplomatic sou- 
rces said a breach with Mos- 
cow would be a major step and 
President Mobutu Sese Seko 
would have to weigh carefully 
the consequences of such a 
move for his standing as a non- 
aligned leader.

The Egyptian leader also ac- 
cused Ethiopia, which is tighte- 
ning its links with Moscow, of 
launching a verbal attack on 
Egypt and warned Addis Ababa 
that any nation which attacked 
Sudan would face retaliation 
from Egypt as well. 

Relations between Sudan and 
Ethiopia are tense. Ethiopia ac- 
cuses Sudan of serving as a ba- 
se for secessionist guerrillas in 


its northern Red Sea province 
of Eritrea. 

President Sadat’s remarks 
echoed fears expressed in the 
Egyptian press that Moscow 
was attempting to encircle Eg- 
ypt through its influence in the 
Libyan Jamahinyah and Eth- 
iopia. 

Relations between Moscow 
and Cairo soured in 1972 when 
President Sadat expelled 15,000 
Soviet experts from Egypt and 
worsened when Egypt abroga- 
ted its friendship treaty with 
the Soviet Union last year. 

One theory among observers 
here is that part of the reason 
for Moscow's activities in the 
Libyan Jamahinyah and Ethio- 
pia is its serious concern over 
its diminished influence in the 
Middle East. 

They believe Egypt’s grow- 
ing ties with the West are tota- 
lly unacceptable to Moscow. 
President Sadat said in Alexan- 


dria that Moscow was angered 
by his recent visits to Bonn. 
Paris and Washington. 

Another more elaborate the- 
ory among observers here is 
that the hand of Washington 
can also be seen in the activi- 
ties of Libyan Jamahinyah 
and Ethiopia. 

They argue these potential 
threats on Egypt's western and 
southern flanks could encour- 
age President Sadat to make 
some compromises in any Mid- 
dle East peace talks. 

One fear in some circles here 
is that Egypt might be provo- 
ked into an armed clash with 
the Libyan Jamahiriyah. Both 
sides have accused each other 
of an arms build up along their 
common border. 

Col. Qadhafi has accused Eg- 
ypt of massing troops and tanks 
along the border and warned 
President Sadat that “if we take 
the same action, catastrophe 


will happen and you will bear 
the entire responsibility.” 

The semi-official Egyptian da- 
ily Al Gomhouria today quoted 
travellers returning from the Li- 
byan Jamahiriyah as saying the 
country was massing mainly 
Cuban troops along its border 
with Egypt. 

The newspaper said the tra- 
vellers also reported that So- 
viet sailors were stationed at 
the port of Tobruk, near Egy- 
pt's border, and that they had 
seen Cuban as well as Libyan 
parachutists undergoing train- 
ing. 

The travellers are part of a 
so far limited exodus of the 
200,000 Egyptian workers in 
Uie Libyan Jamahiriyah whom 
Col. Qadhafi has said his coun- 
try is considering expelling. 

He has accused President Sa- 
dat of recruiting some of them 
for sabotage operations, a ch- 
arge denied by Egypt.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (Agen- 
cies). — President Carter raid 
last night that he would not 
"hesitate” to place the “full 
strength" of the United States 
behind a Middle East settle- 
ment on condition he perceived 
it to be “clearly a fair and 
equitable solution.” 

In an interview with Euro- 
pean television journalists on 
Monday, the president added 
however that he recognises 
“we cannot impose our will on 
others,” and that unless na- 
tions in the Mideast agree, 
“there is no way for us to 
irake progress." 

The president said he and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce will put together “what we 
think is a consensus" of views 
of the involved nations after 
Mr. Carter completes his series 
of meetings with Mideast lea- 
ders, and after Mr. Vance ma- 
kes a return trip to the area. 
He said : “We will either go 
public with it or... we will tiy 
to put that together as a basic 
agenda for a meeting in Gene- 
va, if it takes place." 

The president said he sees 
his role in the Mideast as a 
"communicator" between the 
nations in the area, adding that 
the United States is in the po- 
sition of being able to "influe- 
nce countries to modify their 
positions slightly” to accom- 
modate each other. 

Mr. Carter said that he ho- 
ped to make some progress 
this autumn in the Arab-Israeii 
dispute. 

“I think we have a much 
better chance this year than 
we've had in a long number 
of years to have some substan- 
tive move towards peace in the 
Middle East,” he said in the 
interview screened here on his 
first 100 days in the White 
House. 

The president said : “My ad- 
ministration. including myself, 
have been criticised because 
we have brought into the open 
some basic foreign policy dis- 
cussions that in the past took 
place in secret." 

“I feel that I will make a 
better judgment on foreign 
matters if the Congress and

the American people know 
what my options are, debate 
these options freely, and ope- 
nly, and that my conclusions 
are drawn after those debates 
are completed. 

“When I do make a decision 
as president, I think other na- 
tions will pay much more at- 
tention if (their) leaders know 
that the Congress and the 
American people support me,” 
he added.

Asked if he thought in the 
final analysis a Middle East so- 
lution will only be possible 
when America decides to use 
every kind of pressure, both 
on Israel and on the Arab cou- 
ntries to come to conference, 
Mr. Carter replied that it was 
hard to anticipate what is going 
to happen in the Middle East. 

“What we are trying to do 
is to consult extensively and 
privately with the leaders of 


the nations involved directly." 
he explained. 

But, he added : “I would not 
hesitate if 1 saw clearly a fair 
and equitable solution to use 
the full strength of our own 
country and its persuasive po- 
wers to bring those nations to 
agreement. 1 recognise, though, 
that we cannoL impose our will 
on others and unless the coun- 
tries involved agree, there is 
no way for us to make pro- 
gress. 

“I believe it is accurate to 
say that at this point we have 
a group of moderate leaders on 
the Middle East, ail of whom 
have an inclination to trust our 
government to be fair. 

“And if I should ever do any- 
thing as president to cause the 
Arab leaders to think that I 
was unfair to them in their 
interests, then the hope for pe- 
ace would be reduced substan- 
tially. And the same thing ap- 
plies to Israel. 

“So we are in effect in the 
position of a communication 
between the parties involved or 
among them, and we also are 
in the position of one who can 
influence countries to modify 
their positions slightly to ac- 
cummodae other nations' inter- 
ests. 

“I think it is a vety impor- 
tant position in which I find 
myself. I take the responsibili- 
ty very, very heavily,” Mr. 
Carter stared. 


Uganda claims capture of 
37 invaders from Tanzania 


NAIROBI. May 3 (R). — Uga- 
nda has uncovered plans for 
an invasion from Tanzania and 
has captured an advance party 
of 37 invaders, Kampala Radio 
said today. 

The broadcast, monitored 
here, quoted a military spokes- 
man as saying some of the in- 
vaders were Tanzanians and 
others Ugandan exiles. They 
were now in military custody 
undergoing interrogation, it 
said. 

The radio quoted President 
Idi Amin as saying that his De- 
fence Council was fully aware 
of the situation. 

“The Defence Council is ta- 
king this seriously and is pre- 
paring for invasion,” the broad- 
cast said. 

It called on the public to re- 
main calm. 

Uganda has previously alle- 
ged that an invasion from Tan- 
zania was being planned. 

On Feb. 24 Kampala Radio 
said “invading forces from Ta- 
nzania” were only 10 kms. from 
its border. 

The two neighbouring east 
African states came close to 
war in 1972 when a small force 
of Uganda exiles loyal to ex- 
President Milton Obote crossed 
the border. 

President Amin’s army repe- 
lled the incursion and his air- 
craft later struck the Tanzanian 
town of Mwanza on the south- 
ern shore of Lake Victoria, cau- 
sing slight damage. 


Dr. Obote has lived in exile 
in Tanzania since he was ove- 
rthrown by President Amin in a 
military coup six years ago. 

In reporting the capture of 
37 invaders, the Ugandan mili- 
tary spokesman was quoted as 
warning Tanzanians of possible 
retaliatory action within their 
own territory. 

If that happened, he said, the 
Tanzanians "should cry to” 
President Julius Nyerere, who 
was to blame. 

Kampala Radio said the in- 
vaders "thought that Uganda 
wqs open to invasion since part 
of the Ugandan armed forces 
was in Zaire,” where Uganda is 
backing President Mobutu Sese 
Seko in his struggle against re- 
bels in Shaba province. The 
radio said every Ugandan regi- 
ment was prepared for invasion. 

It reported that the captured 
invaders were undergoing mili- 
tary interrogation in a “remote 
area outside Kampala.” 

In Dar es Salaam, Tanzania 
today categorically denied Kam- 
pala Radio charges and said 
the allegations indicated that 
President Idi Amin was facing 
domestic problems. 

A senior Foreign Ministry of- 
ficial, told of the radio claims, 
said : “the truth is there is no 
invasion.” 

Noting that Uganda had made 
previous allegations of this sort, 
he declared : "It’s an indica- 
tion that he (Field Marsha! 
Amin) is in trouble at home."

The PLO Foreign Affairs Department Director, 
Mr. Farouk Kaddoumi, has spelled out in an inter- 
view in Beirut this week the PLO’s terms for attend- 
ing the Geneva Middle East Peace Conference, terms 
that many will regard as unduely strict in their insis- 
tence that the Palestinians be included as full confe- 
rence members from start to finish and that the Pales- 
tinian question be treated as one of national political 
rights instead of one of refugees in need of a home- 
land or some kind of refuge. But Mr. Kaddoumi is 
right to lay down the principles that he has, and those 
people who are inclined twice a week to ask for some 
kind of “moderate” or “conciliatory” gesture from 
the PLO to the Israelis should focus their attention 
a bit more on what the Israelis are doing. 


Earlier this week, another Israeli civilian settle- 
ment was set up at Mas’ha, on the occupied West 
Bank, at on a site that was prepared last month by a 
military and fa rming settlement. The settlement has 
been approved by the Israeli government. 


The contrast between what the Israelis are doing 
and what the PLO is saying about the Geneva talks 
is the heart of the conflict in the Middle East, and 
to fail to tackle this conflict would be to play politi- 
cal fiddles while Palestine continues to bum. Thus 
Mr. Kaddoumi is right to lay down his d eman ds for 
PLO participation at the Geneva talks, because it 
is only through a process of tough Pales tinian states- 
manship and Arab solidarity that the Israelis and the 
rest of the world will finally decide to stop playing 
games and finally look to the core conflict between 
Palestinians who have been stripped of their national 
rights and their lands, and Israelis who insist on set- 
ting up more settlements on the lands of the Palestin- 
ians. 


For those who say that the PLO’s demands are 
unrealistic, we suggest that one look at the process 
that is unfolding this month by which the United 
States and Vietnam are moving ahead on falk« to 
normalise relations. If the United States has come 
around to this point in its dealings with Vietnam, 
then we suggest the Israelis, by the same process 
of a return to reality, will some day deal in a similar 
manner with the Palestinians. A prerequisite for this 
historical movement is honesty on the part of the 
PLO and continued settler-colonialist excesses on the 
part of the Israelis. We have witnessed both this 
week. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Three Jordanian dailies took 
up different subjects in their 
Tuesday editorials- AI RaT dis- 
cussed the deteriorating situa- 
tion between Egypt and Libya. 
Al Dus tour commented on the 
speech His Majesty delivered 
in front of the Houston Cham- 
ber of Commerce. And Al 
Shab discussed the 24th anni- 
versary of His Majesty’s assum- 
ption of constitutional powers. 

AL RA’I. said that the present 
deterioration In relations bet- 
ween Egypt and Libya has re- 
ached a stage not witnessed be- 
fore by Arabs. During the many 
previous conflicts between Arab 
countries, clashes have been 
limited to verbal accusations 
only. 

It was limited to quarrels 
among leaders the paper said, 
while the people remained un- 
touched. But to reach a point 
where citizens of an Arab coun- 
try are arrested in another as 
the result of a quarrel among 
leaders is a situation which no 
logic or any Arab can accept. 

We find no excuse for those 
leaders, the paper concluded, 
who impose upon their people 
battles not in their own inte- 
rests while everyone avoids to 
clash with the real and princi- 
pal Arab enemy who is occu- 
pying Arab lands. 

AD DUSTOUR, said that pe- 
ace cannot be achieved if pre- 
sent injustices continue to per- 
sist Israel’s continuing viola- 
tions and expansionist practis- 


es in addition to its request for 
secure borders at the detriment 
of other people's rights demons- 
trate that it has never stopped 
working to defeat peace efforts 
while pretending It is calling for 
peace. 

The American people, with 
their moral principles and ideals 
are sure to discover the sub- 
terfuge and are capable of dis- 
cerning between the peace slo- 
gans Israel throws around and 
the expansionist practises it 
carries out in the occupied 
lands, die paper concluded. 


AL SHA’B, said that one can 
be proud when one sees what 
Jordan has been able to achieve 
in such a short span of time 
and with its limited resources. 
This feat, the paper added, has 
been made possible owing to 
the courageous leadership of 
His Majesty King Hussein. 

The Jordanian march towards 
progress has been, and still is. 
based on the King’s leadership 
and the mutual love existing 
between the leader and his 
countrymen. This leadership is 
intent on achieving an ideal 
Arab country, in which all fu- 
ture Arab aspirations for a 
better future, will be embodi- 
ed, the paper said. 

As for the people, they have 
pledged their loyalty to their 
country and leader and set their 
goal to defend the Arabs and 
build a new future, the paper 
concluded.

Is there a future for arms talks? 


After Moscow’s angry rebuff to President Carter’s 
proposals for nuclear arms limitations - - seen by the 
Russians as a “manoeuvre” to maintain UJS. super- 
iority - - both sides are preparing for round two of 
the current SALT talks in May. Carter’s new “open” 
style of diplomacy and his decision to publicise his 
proposals before the abortive negotiations even be- 
gan in Moscow brought him criticism in the U*S. The 
pre liminari es for round two appear to be being con- 
ducted in a less provocative way.

WASHINGTON, (Gemini). — 
“When the elephants fight,” 
goes the old Swahili saying, “it 
is the grass that gets tram- 
pled.” 

The two superpowers’ strate- 
gic chess game has not yet 
lapsed into a free-for-all, but 
as Moscow and Washington 
gear up for round two of the 
SALT tflllfg in mid-May after 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce’s unsuccessful curtain raiser 
in Moscow, U.S.-USSR detente 
is in disarray, and its centre- 
piece, arms limitation talks, is 
at an impasse. 

Set against the background 
of President Carter’s vocal sup- 
port for Soviet dissidents, some 
Washington analysts view the 
arms talk * breakdown -- pun- 
ctuated by the strong and angry 
rebuff to U.S. proposals by 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko at an unprecedented 
90 minute press conference on 
March 31 - - as marking the low 
ebb in U.S.-USSR relations. 

9b Despite Mr. Gromyko’s reso- 
unding “nyet" to the U.S. pro- 
posals as “a cheap and shady 
manoeuvre” to maintain U.S. 
superiority, U.S. officials have 
downplayed the setback. And 
both in a speech and a private 
communication to Mr. Carter, 
Mr. Brezhnev has said that “a 
reasonable accommodation is 
possible.” 

It is too soon to know how 
strained UJ5.-USSR relations 
of another round of escalation 
are or whether the global perils 
in the deadly arms race are in 
store. While most analysts 
agree that the door remains 
open to progress on curbing the 
arms race, many well-placed 
observers -- both hawks and 
doves -- concur that both' the 
style and substance of Presi- 
dent Carter’s approach towards 
strategic arms control discard- 
ed rapidly the past U.S. ground- 
work and may have invited the 
Soviet rejection. 

In sharp contrast to former 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer, whose penchant for sec- 
recy he has roundly criticised, 
Mr. Carter has been conspicu- 
ous Iy*pufa lie in his approach to- 
wards arms control, and de- 
tente in general. 

Where Dr. Kissinger's wheel- 
ing-and-dealing attempted to 
link aims limbs to every aspect 
of relations with die Soviet 
Union -- trade, technology, be- 
haviour in die global area, etc. 
-- both Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Vance have already emphatical- 
ly stated that “linkage” does 
not apply to SALT n talks. 

Both sides have a mutual in- 
terest in reducing the threat of 
nuclear confrontation, aside 
from ideological and political 
competition. President Carter 
has said, and hence SALT talk* 
should stand on their own with 
differences over concepts of 
human rights issues, for ins- 
tance, not having any bearing 
on the situation. 

But Carter’s vocal style of 
public diplomacy be ginning with 
the .human rights emphasis and 
then m airing public his SALT 
proposals, which were drasti- 
cally altered from the frame- 
work agreed to at Vladivostok 
in 1974 by Dr. Kissinger, be- 
fore the negotiations began 
were viewed by the Russians as 
highly provocative. 

Optimists suggest that the So- 
. viets were just employing their 
usual tactic of testing new U.S. 
presidents. “It's Kennedy and 
Krushchev all over again,” said 
one congressional source. Some 


experts within the Carter ad- 
ministration privately admit 
that Mr. Carter and Mr. Vance 
miscalculated on the mood and 
intentions of Soviet leaders. 

From former President Ford 
to Dr. Henxy Kissinger, a host 
of leading pundits add com- 
mentators have found serious 
fault with President Carter’s 
“new approach” but perhaps the 
most interesting and incisive 
came from Mr. George Kennan, 
former U.S. Ambassador to 
Moscow, State Department pla- 
nner, and chief ideologist of 
the Cold War strategy of “con- 
tainment”. 

Mr. Kennan, who knows per- 
haps as well as anyone how 
to deal with the Russians, said 
President Carter has been “too 
sudden, too public, too narrow 
and even too discourteous” to- 
wards the Kremlin. “I think the 
new administration" Mr. Ken- 
nan charged, “has made just 
about every mistake it could 
make in these Moscow talks 
and has defied all the lessons 
we have learned in dealing with 
the Soviets since the last world 
war." 

If Mr. Carter’s “open book” 
approach, floating the details of 
his proposals in public before 
reaching the bargaining table, 
was unnecessarily confronts tive, 
thus explaining the harsh tone 
of the Soviet rejection, the sub- 
stance of Mr. Carter's proposals 
differed sharply from the pre- 
viously agreed upon framework, 
and have complicated future 
prospects for arms contra L. 

Mr. Brezhnev and President 
Ford agreed at Vladivostok in 
1974 to limit each superpower 
to 2,400 strategic missiles and 
bombers and that 1,320 missiles 


on each side could have multi- 
ple warheads (MIRV). President 
Carter, seeking drastic reduc- 
tions on these ceilings (which 
top U.S- officials have admitted 
is little more than a frame- 
work for competition) proposed 
a dual option package aimed at 
far-reaching arms limitations. 

President Carter's first “com- 
prehensive plan” called for re- 
ducing the ceiling for missiles 
and bombers by 25 per cent, to 
about 1,800. and reducing the 
number of MIRV to 1,100 or 
1,200 for each side. This plan 
would mean that the Soviet 
Union would have to make deep 
cuts in its military strength al- 
ready existing or in production, 
while the U.S. would make only 
minor changes in its arms plans, 
going ahead with most of a new 
generation of super weapons 
still in the development stage. 

The other option was a fall- 
back position proposed by the 
U.S. to formalise the Vladivos- 
tok accord, deferring decisions 
on two controversial weapons 
- • the U.S. Cruise missile and 
Soviet "Backfire” bomber -- 
not explicitly included in the 
1974 accord for SALT II talks. 

While the Soviet Backfire 
bomber is a medium-range 
plane, Cruise missiles (pilotless 
robot planes) still in the deve- 
lopment stage, are computer- 
guided. with a deadly accuracy 
able to strike within 40 feet of 
a target fired from air, land or 
submarine 2,000 miles away. 

The Soviets have consistently 
maintained tha t Cruise missile 
is a strategic weapon, and 
hence should be included in the 
Vladivostok accord for SALT 
IL They have rejected U.S. eff- 
orts at equating the Cruise mis- 
sile with the Backfire bomber. 

The thrust of both Carter 
plans was to apparently snatch 
the Cruise missile off the bar- 
gaining table. Previously, in 
January 1976, when Dr. Kissing- 
er came close to a breakthro- 
ugh in SALT negotiations, the 
U.S. was willing to accept num- 
erical limits on air and sea-bas- 
ed Cruise missiles banning sub- 
marine-launched ones altoge- 
ther. 

Under the comprehensive Ca- 
rter plan the USSR would have 
to reduce its fleet of 305 heavy

ballistic .missiles -- SS-9’s and 
SS-18’s - - by more than Half ‘to 
150, the limit proposed on such 
missiles. The U.S. has no such 
heavy missiles, as U.S. strate- 
gists opted several years ago 
for smaller, more accurate mis- 
siles which need less throw- 
weight to do the job because of 
their accuracy. So that stipula- 
tion would not affect the U.S. 

The Carter plan would also 
ban mobile ballistic missiles. 
But as the Soviets have already 
developed a short-range mobile 
missile, the SS-16, while the 
U.S. mobile missile, the MX is 
still only os the drawing boards, 
this would affect an area of 
Soviet technological advantage. 

According to sources in the 
U.S. Aims Control and Disar- 
mament Agency (ACDA) the 
Carter plan would allow Ame- 
rica to go ahead with a whole 
new generation of wonder we- 
apons currently oh the Penta- 
gon drawing board with the ex- 
ception of the MX missile. 

These include: The contro- 
versial B-l strategic bomber to 
replace the ageing B-52, a pro- 
gramme whose total cost might 
reach $100 billion; Trident sub- 
marines whose missiles could 
reach Soviet cities from US. 
ports; and unlimited numbers 


of Cruise missiles whose dis- 
tance would be' Limited to about 
1,500 miles under the Carter 
plan. 

If a SALT II accord is not 
reached President Carter says, 
“I would be forced to consider 
a much more deep commitment 
to the development and deploy- 
ment of these additional we- 
apons” 

According to CIA chief Ad- 
miral stansfield Turner, toe So- 
viets are also contemplating a 
variety of new advanced weap- 
ons systems, to the past; toe 
tendency has been for the So- 
viets to play catch-up to UJS. 
technology, thus the aims race 
has spiralled. This happened 
with MIRV and many analysts 
predict that it will happen with 
Cruise missiles, where the U.S. 
presently is 5-10 years ahead of 
toe USSR in development. 

The Carter administration be- 
lieves that both superpowers 
are “roughly equal” In nuclear 
muscle, with slight advantages 
of one or toe other in particu- 
lar areas not affecting the abi- 
lity of both superpowers to 
destroy each other. Hence Sec- 
retary of Defence Brown says: 
“We are still in the age of mu- 
tual deterrence.” 

Hie problem is one of percep- 


tions. As Moscow watches tin 
Pentagon - develop - c vcw n qw 
accurate missiles capable ol 
striking Soviet missiles in theft 
silos, a growing current in the 
Pentagon views the Soviet strat- 
egic build-up and civil defence 
programme also as evidence 
that the Soviets are seeking a 
pre-emptive first strike capa- 
city. This circular distrust couU 
well result in the development 
of the new crop of weapons on 
both sides. 

For the present, it is not like- 
ly that the two superpowers 
can agree to more than limiting 
possible first strike weapons on 
each side. Some experts sug- 
gest that President Carter ft 
holding bads Cruise missiles as 
the ultimate bargaining chip tc 
get toe USSR to but back large 
missiles. 

When Mr. Cyrus Vance quiet- 
ly met Soviet Ambassador Ana- 
toly Dobrynin in Washington on 
April 7, a week after the Mos- 
cow talks, such bargaining ma> 
have begun. But certainly the 
subtle talks, laying groundwork 
for toe crucial negotiations in 
mid-May, suggests that Presi- 
dent Carter may have learned 
from the first Moscow encoun- 
ter how to play the "game of 
nations”.

Summit conference in

LONDON, May 3 <R). — At 
their summit conference in 
London this weekend, the 
world's seven major non-com* 
munist industrial nations return 
to a theme which looms incre- 
asingly large on their horizon. 

After analysing their own 
economic discomforts Him in- 
flation, unemployment and low 
rates of growth, the seven must 
concern themselves with how 
the world's wealth can more 
evenly be distributed to deve- 
loping and poor nations. 

This question, said Common- 
wealth Secretary General Shri- 
dath RampbaJ can no longer be 
relegated by industrial coun- 
tries to the poor countries but 
must be an international con- 
cern. 

“It is not a matter for Sun- 
days only,” Mr. Ramphal ob- 
served. This subject of rich and 
poor nations has just been re- 
sumed in Paris in the 27-mem- 
ber International Conference on 
Economic Cooperation (ICEC). 

The eyes of the Third World 
will now be on the London eco- 
nomic summit to see what new 
suggestions President Carter 
and his colleagues come up with 
to help the participants achi- 
eve success. Both the rich of 
the north and poor of the south 
agree that an international eco- 


nomy in which one third of the 
world's population have a year- 
ly per capita income of less 
than 100 sterling was morally 
unacceptable. 

The sources said that one 
key item that the London Eco- 
nomic Summit would discuss 
was the question of commodity 
price stabilisation agreements. 


The nine European Econo- 
mic Community nahnBS have 
already agreed that there 
should be such agreements, 
where appropriate, and that 
there should also be a common 
fund. 

The European Common Mar- 
ket has also agreed to a study 
of measures to stabilise the ex- 


British foreign 
currency reserves 
hit $ 10 billion mark 


LONDON, May 3 <R). — Bri- 
tain’s foreign currency reserves, 
which have been rising to new 
heights after plunging last year,, 
have gone above $10 billion 
for the first time, according to 
figures released by the Treasury 
here today. 

Hu ring the past month they 
increased by $512 million to re- 
ach the new record level of 
$10,130 billion. 

This means that in their fo- 
urth consecutive monthly adva- 
nce, the reserves have risen $6 
billion from the low level of 
$4.13 billion touched last Dece- 
mber after the pound Sterling 
had suffered a weak spell thro- 
ughout much of 1976.

$ MANILA, May 3 (R). — Philippine National Oil Company 
(PNOC) Chairman Geronimo Velasco today assured the coun- 
try of continued supplies of Middle East oil in spite of the col- 
lapse of the government's peace negotiations with southern 
Philippines Moslem rebels. Fears have been voiced of a pos- 
sible oil embargo from the Arab countries because of the stale- 
mate in peace talks here between the Philippine government, 
Islamic conference officials and the rebel Moro National libe- 
ration Front 

#- OSLO, May 3 (R). — Towering oil rig, biggest of its kind 
in the world, started out today on a 350 km. (220 mile) journey 
to the Statfjord Oil Held in the North Sea. The 254 metre 
(795 foot) three-legged construction cost five billion crowns 
(553 million sterling) and carries six-storey living quarters 
for 200 men, as well as a hospital. 

* SALZBURG, Austria, May 3 (R). — South Africa announced 
today that it was ready to discuss the enrichment of uranium 
for other nations, using a revolutionary new process developed 
entirely by South Africa. In a paper read at a technical ses- 
sion of open International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) conferen- 
ce here South African delegates gave one of the most complete 
descriptions to date of the helikon enrichment process, prev- 
iously highly secret 

* KALAMAZOO, Michigan, May 3 (AFP). — Edward Cole, 
President of General Motors Corporation from 1967 to 1974, 
was killed when a light plane he was piloting crashed during 
a heavy rain storm near here yesterday. 

* WASHINGTON, May 3 (R). — President Carter today said 
that he wants to scrap America's 27 billion dollar welfare 
programme and replace it with an entirely new saptem. Mr. 
Carter said of the current welfare programme, which affects 
about 112 million people: “The complexity of the system is 
almost incomprehensible.’’ He said the programme was “overly 
wasteful and corrupted to almost inevitable fraud.’’ The presi- 
dent said legislative proposals would be completed in August 
and that the new system could be fully operational by 1981.

Commercial funds have been 
flowing back into Britain follo- 
wing help given to sterling by 
the International Monetary Fu- 
nd, which restored confidence 
in the pound at the beginning 
of this year. 

A survey published today, 
however, reminded Britons that 
their economic recovery is pro- 
gressing painfully slowly. 

The survey, by the Confede- 
ration of British Industry, the 
country's main organisation of 
employers, said the economy 
was moving only weakly out 
of recession. 

Output and order trends 
were weakening and costs and 
prices still rising fast, said the 
confederation’s quarterly rev- 
iew. Two out of three of the 
1,721 manufacturing firms who 
replied to the survey said they 
were working below capacity. 

But exports remained buoy- 
ant and investment intentions 
were strong, the survey said. 
The findings were interpreted 
as signs of a “pause” rather 
than a full stop, in what has 
been a steady, slow movement 
out of recession.

The economic s ummi t here is, 
therefore, expected to emphas- 
ise in its final communique on 
May 8 the vital need to avoid 
invoking trade barriers which 
might endanger the prospect of 
a sustained recovery of world 
economic activity. 

Without such a recovery the 
task of redistributing resources 
and creating a new and more 
fair world economic order 
would be made infinitely more 
difficult 

Mr. Ramphal has said that 
there will not be a better chan- 
ce for the new administration 
of President Carter to fulfill its 
promise ' of enlightened leader- 
ship.

Mr. Carter said its most im- 
portant, task was to search for 
common ground in solving pro- 
blems. 

Among the problems he list- 
ed were reducing energy con- 
sumption, controlling the sp- 
read of nuclear weapons, cut- 
ting down on the sale of con- 
ventional weapons and promot- 
ing economic growth in deve- 
loping countries. 

On the Middle East, the presi- 
dent said he would not hesitate 
to use the full strength and 
persuasive powers of the United 
States with Israel and the 
Arabs if he thought he had a 
fair and equitable solution to

But he said he recognised 
that the United States could not 
impose its will on others. 

Mr. Carter reiterated that his 
campaign for human rights was 
an undeviating commitment 
which he intended to back un- 
til the last day he was in offi- 
ce. He said it applied not only 
to communist countries but also 
to totalitarian governments in 
South America and elsewhere 


even "our closest friends.” 

Asked how he would feel if 
Communists joined governments 
in Italy, France or any other 
West European countries, Mr. 
Carter conceded that he bad a 
lot to learn about the question. 

He added that the best way 
to prevent a shift towards com- 
munism in Western Europe was 
to make sure that present de- 
mocratic governments worked, 
were open to change, were 
sensitive to the needs of pe- 
ople, and were competent and 
honest 

Mr. Carter denied suggestions 
that his policies barring the pro- 
duction of plutonium as a nuc- 
lear fuel and putting restric- 
tions on the sale of enriched 
uranium abroad were at 

preventing Europe from deve- 
loping its own nuclear fuels and 
exports. 

He said he favoured the ex- 
port of adequate nuclear fuel 
for power production but was 
heavily committed to prevent 
sales of technology which wo- 
uld enable non-nuclear coun- 
tries to develop nuclear explo- 
sives. 


EEC presents $1 billion 
plan for Third World aid 
in North -South Dialogue 


BRUSELLES, May 3 (AFP). 
— The nln#> Mtimw of the 
European Economic* Commu- 
nity (EEC) are prepared to con- 
tribute with other industrialised 
countries to $1,000 million of 
"special aid” for the poorest 
Third World countries as part 
of the “North-South Dialogue” 
arrangements, an EEC source 
said today. 

The decision was reached by 
the nine foreign ministers 
working out an EEC stance for 
the phase of the "dialo- 
gue” -- the Conference on In- 
ternational Economic Co-opera- 
tion (QEC) -- this month in 
Paris. 

The E EC contribution would 
be $375 million as would that of 
the United States. Japan, Cana- 
da, Sweden, Spain, Switzerland 
and^ Australia would give $250 
millio n, tii* 11 source said. 


France considers that the 
United States should contribute 
more than tin community. - 

The EEC thinks the specU 
aid should- go through interna- 
tional bodies whereas the US. 
prefers bilateral arrangement*, 
the source also said. 

The ministers of the EEC de- 
cided to recommend to the 
dEC that an international pro- 
be be made on the scope for a 
Third World export earning* 
stabil isa tion sy s tem similar to 
that set up by the EEC and 
African, Caribbean and Pacific 
(AGP) countries.

BAGHDAD, May 3 (R). — 
Venezuelan President Carlos 
Perez left here today for Vien- 
na at the end of an official tour 
of six Middle Eastern oil-pro- 
ducing countries. 

At a press conference held 
here last night, Senor Perez said 
of the 13-member Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC), to which Venezu- 
ela and his host countries an 
his recent tour all belong, that 
“OPEC's unity is the basic 
thing, ... and the unity of the 
member states is its guarantee 
in the confrontation with the 
imperialist monopolies.' 

All problems which the orga- 
nisation had faced or would 
face in the future, Senor Perez 
stressed, "will be resolved by 
common agreement,” the Iraqi 
News Agency (INA) reported. 

Referring to the' sensitive 
issue of the oil prices fixed by 
OPEC, he said he considered 
the subject of oil prices no 
different from that of prices of 
other primary products such as 
steel or coffee. 

"But OPEC is not an organi- 
sation like the several mono- 
polies which wish to exploit 
(he world,” he said. 

Senor Perez said that he had 
come to the Middle East "to try 
to build up direct contracts with 
this part of the world, winch 
has strong links with Latin 
America.” 

"The states of the Third 
World are waging a strong 
struggle to liberate themselves, 
but this does not mean we 
want or are working for a con- 
frontation with the greater pow- 
ers, since our cause is the cause 
of true peace,” he explained. 

Senor Perez stressed his co- 
untry's support for the rights 
of the Palestinians, and for the 
demand that Israeli forces 
withdraw from all occupied 
Arab territories, revealing that 
Venezuela "is opposed to the 
acquisition of territory by for- 
ce.” 

Senor Perez described 


talks he held with President 
Ahmad Hassan A1 Bakr while 
in Iraq as “very positive”. 

The Venezuelan leader said 
that Iraq and Venezuela "share 
a common path, which is the 
struggle to attain economic 
independence.” 

He said the policy of nation- 
alisation of oil installations 
followed by the two countries, 
“is not an aggression directed 
against anyone, but it 


only to ensure that the control' 
and exploitation of our nation- 
al wealth remain in the bands 
of our own people.” 

He called on other off-produ- 
cing states to emulate the two 
countries* example in this field. 

Referring to the dialogue 
between developing and Indus- 
trialised countries, Senor Perez 
said that the Third World coun- 
tries are working for a just wor- 
ld economic order. 


Credit Suisse sets up 
special commission to 
investigate events at

ZURICH, Switzerland, May 
3 (R). — The Credit Suisse 
Bank said last night it had set 
up a special commission to 
investigate events at its branch 
at Chiasso near the Italian 
frontier. 

Three top managers of the 
branch were arrested last week 
on suspicion of mismanage- 
ment and falsifying d ocuments . 

Credit Suisse said misman- 
agement of customers’ funds at 
the branch had to 

cause considerable losses. The 
c omm ission, composed of five 
bank directors, would seek to 
establish responsibility at all 
levels in Chiasso and in the 
bank’s Zurich headquarters, it 
said. 

A Lugano district prosecu- 
tor has said 2J2 billion Swiss 
francs (over £500 million) 
belonging to about 1,000 Itali- 
an customers was directed over 
a period of years to a Liechten- 
stein holding company which 
the Credit Suisse management 
says was in difflcul- 


Credit Suisse, which original- 
ly estimated its loss at up to 
250 million Swiss francs (about 
60 m ill i o n sterling), said tonight 
it was not possible yet to give 
a final figure. This depended on 
the holding company’s assets, 
it said. 

It reassured customers that 
the bank would be able to re- 
fund them from reserves which 
considerably exceeded the ma- 
ximum possible loss.' 

Earlier yesterday the Liech- 
tenstein government announced 
that its public prosecutor was 
investigating. the holding com- 
pany, Texon Finanzanstalt, to 
see whether currency regula- 
tions had been b reached- 

The prosecutor would also 
try to establish whether Texon 
developed hanfe-jpg business 
which would have been illegal 
without a permit, a govern- 
ment spokesman said. 

The company's capital was 

500.000 Swiss francs (about 

115.000 sterling), but it was 
not known whether this was 
controlled by Swiss or Italian 
interests, the spokesman said,.

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Marcos may bar Moslem countries 
from future Manila peace talks 


MANILA, May 3 (Agencies). 
— President Ferdinand Marcos 
today hinted that the Islamic 
Conference group might be dis- 
carded in any future attempts 
to bring about a peaceful set- 
tlement of the five-year-old 
Moslem rebellion in the south- 
ern Philippines. 

He was replying to questions 
at a special session of his whol- 
ly-appointed Batasan Bayan 
(Legislative Advisory Council} 
about the collapse last week- 
end of talks held with the re- 
bel Moro National Liberation 
Front (MNLF) and Islamic Con- 
ference representatives. The 
Libyan Jamahiriyah, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Senegal and Somalia are 
members of the conference. 

“It was thought necessary to 
invite the Islamic Conference 
to participate as moderator in 
the discussions and this is one 
of the factors which now must 
go into the discussion -- whe- 
ther we continue the present 
approaches to the problem, or 
now we decide the problem in- 
ternally and without the parti- 
cipation of anybody but Fili- 
pinos,” the president said. 

Foreign Secretary Carlos P. 
Romulo, a leading negotiator 
on the government team, accu- 
sed the Libyan delegate and the 
Senegalese Secretary of the co- 
nference, Gen. Ahmadou Karim, 
of favouring the Moslem sepa- 
ratist cause instead of acting 
as moderators. 

Yesterday, the Libyan dele- 
gate, Foreign Minister Ali Tnre- 
3d blamed Manila for the bre- 
ak-down of the talks and warn- 
ed that the conflict could lead 
to a "Jihad” (holy war) spread- 
ing to other parts of the world. 

Dr. Tureiki flew to Kuala 
Lumpur on Sunday from Mani- 
la, where he headed the Isla- 
mic panel assisting the MNLF 
in the 10-day secret talks. 

The MNLF yesterday also 
accused the Philippines govern- 
ment of trying to evade the 
Tripoli agreement signed last 
December which provided for 
establishment of autonomy in 
13 southern provinces where 
the front had spearheaded the 
long revolt. 

The MNLF said the Manil a 


government was trying to use 
the April 17 referendum, in 
which southern voters turned 
down self-rule under the Mos- 
lems, to extricate itself from 
the accord. 

The Manila talks broke down 
late Saturday over the issue of 
how the provosed autonomous 
region was to be administered 
and the geographical outline of 
the region. 

The front favoured a single 
autonomous region covering the 
13 provinces, with the Moslems 
dominating the administration, 
while the government rejected 
the setting-up of a single dis- 
trict, saying inhabitants of the 
13 provinces had voted against 
such a merger in the govern- 
ment-conducted referendum. 

Dr. Tureiki meanwhile told 
newsmen yesterday that the 
Philippines delegation, headed 
by Foreign Secretary Romulo, 


had not adhered to a state- 
ment by President -Marcos on 
g rantin g autonomy to the so- 
uthern provinces. 

He also accused the Philippi- 
nes of initiating military pre- 
parations in the south in com- 
plete violation of the ceasefire 
and the spirit of the Tripoli 
agreement 

Several additional battalions 
of armed forces had reportedly 
been rushed to strategic posi- 
tions, Dr. Tureiki said, adding: 
“I hope and pray that war 
will not come and peace will 
continue in the south .” 

He went on to warn: “If the 
issue is not solved, God forbid, 
it may lead to a Jihad which 
might spread to other parts of 
the world.” 

Dr. Tureiki denied reports 
that. Moro leader Nur Musuari 
was in Kuala Lumpur to meet 
him.

West German police may have 
arrested prosecutor's killer 

STUTTGART, West Germany, May 3 (R). — Police arrested 
a fleeing man and woman in a small industrial town on the 
Swiss border today after a gun battle in which both were 
wounded, authorities reported. They said two policemen were 
also wounded in the exchange of fire with the couple, describ- 
ed as “members of the terrorist scene,” in the main street 
of Singen, south of Stuttgart. But police said they could not 
immediately confirm a West German radio report that the man 
was suspected of complicity in the assassination of Chief 
Public Prosecutor Siegfried Buback on April 7. The Interior 
Ministry of Baden-Wuerttembeig said the arrested woman, who 
was shot in the leg in the gun battle with police, was probably 
Miss Juliana Lambeck, one of four women leftwing extremists 
who broke out of a West Berlin jail last July 7. 

U.S., Vietnam talks 
begin optimistically 


under peace agreement 


TEL AVIV, May 3 (R). — A majority of Israelis are opposed 
to a return to the country's pre-1967 borders even under con- 
ditions of peace, according to a public opinion poll published 
here today. 

The poQ, carried out for the daily newspaper Haaretz by 
the Public Opinion Research Institute of Israel, showed 61.1 
per cent of the adult population opposed to a “more or less 
complete ret urn” to the borders existing before the 1967 war. 

It said that 23.7 per cent were In favour of a gradual 
withdrawal, with another 7.1 per cent in favour of withdrawal 
once the term peace was clearly defined and minor border 
rectifications were agreed upon. The other 8.1 per emit were 
“don't knows” or those who refused to answer. 

The poll showed 76.2 per cent of the population in favour 
of the government holding new elections or a referendum be- 
fore agreeing to any withdrawal some 142 per cent felt no 
such referendum was necessary and the remainder gave no 
clear answer. 

Israel is to bold parliamentary elections on May 17, with 
the question of withdrawal playing a major but not the only 
role in election propaganda. The opposition Likud Alliance Is 
more hawkish on this question than the majority Labour 
Alignment. 



strike flops 


BELFAST, May 3 (R). — The 
people of Northern Ireland to- 
day defied a strike call by mi- 
litant Protestants and went to 
work despite a few bomb bla- 
sts and sabotage attempts. 

As troops patrolled sensitive 
areas and helicopters hovered 
overhead, shops, bonks, buses 
and factories operated almost 
normally. 

The strike was called at mid- 
night to try and bring back 
Protestant majority rule in the 
province and to back demands 
for stronger action against Re- 
publican guerrillas. 

An independent public opi- 
nion poll broadcast by the BBC 
showed that 78 per cent of tho- 
se questioned disapproved of 
the strike, but 53 per cent ad- 
mitted that they expected to 
be involved in some way. 

As 33,000 police, troops and 
reservists were alerted for ac- 
tion, British government minis- 
ters promised strong steps to 
prevent intimidation of citizens 
wanting to work normally. 

The Northern Ireland Secre- 
tary of State, Mr. Roy Mason, 
who failed in late attempts to 
persuade the Protestant leaders 
to call off the strike, told the 
British parliament in London 
yesterday that the Labour go- 
vernment would not be coerced 


and would help the community 
to resist bullying. 

The Conservative opposition 
pledged full support for Mr. 
Mason’s precautions, including 
the flying in of 1200 additional 
troops. 

On the eve of the strike ha- 
rdline Protestant leaders war- 
ned the authorities that 15,000 
members of its para-military 
organisations would be cm the 
streets in support of the call 
issued by the Ulster Unionist 
Action Council. 

They also alleged the Bri- 
tish army had been ordered to 
smash the strike and was pre- 
paring for a showdown. 

Amid a general feeling of 


unease and expectancy people 
went home early last night 
from work. 

Shortly before midnight mi- 
litant groups hijacked three tr- 
ucks in the centre of the city 
which were separately loaded 
with bread, petrol and bacon. 
All were recovered later -- 
without the goods. For the last 
three days residents of Belfast 
and elsewhere in the province 
have been stockpiling food and 
petrol. 

The strike is a do-or-die ef- 
fort for one Protestant leader, 
the Rev. Ian Paisley. He has 
staked his political reputation 
on its success, saying he win 
leave politics if it flops. Police 
are guarding him after a threat 
on his life.

NEW DELHI, May 3 (AFP). 
— Thousands of Buddhist 
monks and believers from an 
over Asia today streamed In- 
to Gaya, in the northeastern 
state of Bihar, for the anni- 
versary of the birth, hi 563 
B.C., of Buddha. It was in 
Gaya that Gautama Buddha 
attained enlightenment 2,521 
years ago, when be was 21, 
and went on to spread the 
word that pain is caused by 
desire, and that if desire is 
removed pain disappears. 
The procession was beaded 
by yellow-robed Tibetan la- 
mas and Thai monks. 


PARIS, May 3 (AFP). — 
Talks which opened here today 
between the United States and 
Vietnam ended, after three-and- 
a-half hours, on a note of opti- 
mism, with a second session 
scheduled for tomorrow. 

Mr. Richard Holbrooke, U.S. 
Under-Secretary of State for 
Asian and Pacific Affairs, who 
is leading the U.S. delegation, 
said that the talks at the Viet- 
namese Embassy were “frank, 
friendly and very useful." 

A smiling Mr. Phan Him, 
Vietnamese Vice Foreign Minis- 
ter, heading his country's dele- 
gation, nodded in agreement 
beside him but made no com- 
ment 

The talks by the two six-man 
delegations aim for speedy 
normalisation of diplomatic and 
economic relations between the 
two countries and are the first 
ministerial level discussions bet- 
ween the United States and 
Vietnam since the fall of Sai- 
gon two years ago. 

It is not known how long 
the talks will last, but most 
observers believe that they will 
go on for several weeks. The 
plan at present is for a further 
round of talks to be held next 
week, presumably on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, but this time 
at the U.S. Embassy. 

Both delegations have includ- 
ed an official concerned with

* LONDON, May 3 (R). — President Idi Amin of Uganda 
yesterday agreed to an Ethiopian request to use his good of- 
fices to try to Iron out problems between Ethiopia and its 
neighbours, Sudan and Somalia, Uganda Radio reported. The 
radio said that Ethiopia’s military government had sent Maj. 
Nadew Zacharia as a special envoy to brief the Ugandan 
leader on the situation in Ethiopia and seek his advice. 

* KHARTOUM, May 3 (AFP). — Consultations among Red 
Sea heads of state will be held in the next few days to fix 
the date for their first summit on regional security, the Suda- 
nese daily A1 Ayyam reported today. The paper said the 
summit would take place not later than the third quarter of 
this year. The idea for the summit was agreed at a recent 
meeting of the presidents of Sudan, North and South Ye m e n 
and Somalia, A1 Ayyam said. 

* CAIRO, May 3 (R). — Egypt will boycott the Islamic 
foreign minis ters conference in Tripoli on May 16, a Fore- 
ign Ministry spokesman said here yesterday. He declined to 
give reasons but diplomatic observers said the decision ap- 
parently stemmed from the feud between Egypt and its neigh- 
bour, the Libyan Jamahiriyah (formerly Libya). 

* UNITED NATIONS, May 3 (AFP). — UN. Secretary Ge- 
neral Kurt Waldheim will open the conference in Maputo, 
Mozambique, on May 16 called to mobilise support for Rho- 
desian and Namibian liberation movements, it was announced 
here. The conference has been sponsored by the U-N.’s De- 
colonisation Committee, the Coucil for Namibia and the Com- 
mittee Against Apartheid in consultation with the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity. 

$ LONDON, May 3 (AFP). — The Liberals voted against 
the Labour government of Prime Minister James Callaghan 
last night for tire first time since the two parties concluded 
a recent informal parliamentary alliance. However, Labour de- 
feated the no-confidence motion on its rural transport policy 
by 293 votes to 287. The Protestant Ulster Unionist coalition 
abstained. 

4 TURIN, Italy, May 3 (R). — The trial of 52 suspected mem- 
bers of Italy’s “Red Brigades” guerrilla group was postponed 
indefinitely today when most of the jurymen, apparently inti- 
midated by death, threats, refused to serve. Only two of the 
six jurors and two reserves whose names were picked out 
of a box agreed to serve. The rest sent medical certificates 
saying they would be unable to attend the sessions for health 
reasons. The trial reopened today in an atmosphere of fear 
and tension following last week’s assassination, for which the 
Red Brigades claimed responsibility, of the President of -the 
Turin Law Society, Dr. Fulvio Croce. 

* VATICAN CITY, May 3 (R). — Laymen and clergy from 
Third World countries will have a majority in the new Ponti- 
fical Commission “Justice and Peace” which was nominated 
by Pope Paul yesterday. The commission, set up 10 years ago 
on a provisional basis as a result of decisions taken at the 
Second Vatican Council, has been recently integrated Into the 
Vatican structure. Its aim is to sponsor peace and justice 
throughout the world among individuals and institutions.

SOUTH AFRICA DENIES 
THRE ATENING RHODESIA 
WITH SUPPLIES EMBARGO 

CAFE TOWN, May 3 (R). — 
Prime Minister John Vorster 
yesterday described as a “to- 
tal lie” a report that South 
Africa had threatened to cut 
off Rhodesia’s oil and arms 
supplies If Rhodesia resisted 
the transfer of power to the 
black majority. In a statement 
issued here, Mr. Vorster said 
South Africa's policy of not 
Interfering In the substance of 
a Rhodesian settlement and of 
refusing to put pressure on 
Rhodesia, had been stated fre- 
quently. The American press 
report, quoting UJS. and diplo- 
matic sources, also said South 
Africa had told Rhodesian Pr- 
ime Minis ter Taw Smith that 
be would have to leave office 
in line with a British plan to 
esta b lish a constitution provid- 
ing for black majority rule. 


NOUAKCHOTT, May 3 (AFP). 
— French air force Nord Atlas 
transport planes have evacuated 
since yesterday more than half 
the 449 French women and chil- 
dren being airlifted from Ma- 
uritania’s Zouerate mines to 
Nouadhibou on the coast follo- 
wing Sunday’s attack by Poli- 
sario guerrillas. 

Two French people were ki- 
lled in the attack and six are 
missing, believed to have been 
kidnapped by the guerrillas. 
Polisario is fighting Mauritanian 
forces who occupied the Wes- 


tern Sahara territory when Sp- 
ain deco Ionised last year. 

Since the French airlift be- 
gan yesterday with the arrival 
of three Nord Atlas from Se- 
negal, 242 women and children 
and 44 French expatriate wor- 
kers have been moved to Noua- 
dhibou. 

The remaining families and 
about 100 of the 276 French 
mining engineers employed at 
Zouerate are expected to be 
moved later today, the SNIM 
(Mauritanian National Mining 
Company) said.

More uranium said 
to have disappeared 

NEW YORK, May 3 (AFP). — The New York Times reported 
today that nearly 180 kgs. of enriched uranium - - enough to 
make a 10 atom bombs - - disappeared from a nuclear fuel plant 
in Pennsylvania in 1965. 

The General Accounting Office (GAO), which monitors 
government spending, said in a report to Congress yesterday 
that commercial nuclear plants had lost track of thousands 
of pounds of enriched uranium and plutonium. 

According to the New York Times, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the GAO were unable to trace the uranium 
missing from the Pennsylvania plant, owned by the Apollo 
Company. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) did not look 
into the ma tte r on the grounds that there was no evidence 
It had been stolen, it added. 

The newspaper said there were tumours over several years 
that the Apollo premises had been the target of thieves from 
other countries. 

These rumours resurfaced last week when a former senior 
UJS. intelligence official said he knew of reports that Israel 
had obtained uranium illegally in the United States. 

His remarks were part of a document confirming that 200 
tons of uranium from South Africa disappeared in 1968 from 
a ship between Antwerp in Belgium and the Italian Port of 
Genoa. The fuel was reported to have “found its way” to 
Israel. 


Norwegian police probe 
causes of blow-out 


STAVANGER, Norway, May 
3 (R). — Millions of dollars in 
liability for the damage done 
by a rogue North Sea oil rig 
hang on investigations now go- 
ing on 

Police said that imm ediately 
after the eight-day blow-out on 
the Bravo rig was plugged 
on Saturday, they launched an 
investigation into the question 
of whether there had been cri- 
minal negligence. 

They said yesterday that two 
inspectors had returned to Sta- 
vanger Sunday night after a 
trip out to the rig in the Eko- 
fisk oil field and their prelimi- 
nary inquiries had now been 
completed. 

The police investigations have 
been complicated by the fact 
that workers of 14 different na- 
tionalities were aboard the rig 
when it blew-out on April 22, 
gushing thousands of tonnes of 
oil into the sea. 

Another inquiry is being con- 
ducted by the Norwegian gov- 
ernment’s oil directorate. 

Officials said the directorate 
is also reviewing questions of 
safety and reliability in Nor- 
way’s off shore drilling. 

Last week Mr. Hans Christian 
Bugge, head of a government 
team set up to deal with the 
blow-out, said: “We think our 
regulations are good and ade- 
quate --the question is how 
well they were carried out”

Nuclear 

energy sources are quickly drying up 


SALZBURG, Austria May 3 
(Agencies) — The world is 
rapidly running out of tradi- 
tional sources of energy, nuc- 
lear specialists were told yes- 
terday at the opening of a 60- 
nation conference on nuclear 
energy here. 

Dr. Sigvard Eklund, Direc- 
tor of the International Ato- 
mic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
which is organising the confe- 
rence on nuclear power and 
its fuel cycle, told 2,000 de- 
legates it was “dear that we 
are reaching the beginning of 
the end of the use of naturally 
occurring hydrocarbon fuels 
which now account for about 
two-thirds of our energy con- 
sumption.” 

The two-week meeting of 
nuclear experts from govern- 
ment agencies, private indust- 
ry and universities was for- 
mally opened by Austrian 
President Dr. Rudolf Kirchsch- 
laeger. 

President Jimmy Carter sent 
best wishes to the delegates, 
reminding them of the U.S. 
interest in helping “all nations 
to achieve their energy objec- 
tives while reducing the spread 
of nuclear explosive capabili- 
ty” 

President Carter’s announce- 
ment last month forswearing 
nuclear reprocessing for the 
United States --a technology 
to which most of the rest of 
the world is committed --is 
expected to arouse strong dis- 
cussion here. 

Police armed with machine- 
pistols guarded the large con- 
ference hall, but no anti-nuc- 
lear demonstrators turned up. 

Opening the first plenary 
session, Dr. uif Lantzke, spe- 
cial energy adviser for the Or- 


ganisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD), quoted a recent study 
by his organisation showing 
there would be “grave imba- 
lances” between oil supply 
and demand in OECD coun- 
tries by 1985 if present trends 
continued. 

Yet, he said, since the stu- 
dy was completed six months 
ago, estimates of nuclear re- 
actors In operation by 1985 had 


been revised -- downwards. 

He said political ways must 
be found to reduce doubts and 
uncertainties about nuclear 
energy. 

After Dr. Lantzke, Mr. A. 
Panasenkov of the Council for 
Mutual Economic Aid (CMEA) 
grouping of communist na- 
tions, painted a completely dif- 
ferent picture of the develop- 
ment of nuclear energy in 
Eastern Europe.

Israel ”, Is to become a “city west of the Jordan River.” 

“It Is sad to see a venerable institution like the COD, 
which has served as a benchmark of an entire dtv&hntion, 
show the unmistakable signs of decline which comes fro m 
self-abasement before latter day vandals. Britain has already 
become a butt of Jokes in the West as its hoteliers, 
agents* and enqxnia owners outdc themselves in paying obei- 
sance to the bizarre whims of the princes of Araby. 

“But these are the foibles of the marketplace, to which, it 
might be assumed, the Oxford University Press would be im- 
mune.”

and some of its partners in 
respect to nuclear deals.

Magazine says USSR developing 
ray of charged energy particles 


WASHINGTON, May 3 (A- 
FP). — The Soviet Union is 
developing a ray of charged 
particles fired from a land base 
designed to destroy the nuc- 
lear warheads of American in- 
ter-continental and submarine- 
launched missiles, the trade ma- 
gazine Aviation Week reported 
yesterday. 

The magazine said: “In in- 
creasing numbers, U.S. officials 
are coining to the conclusion 
that a decisive turn in the ba- 
lance of strategic power is in 
the making, which could tip 
that balance heavily In the So- 
viets' favour through charged- 
particle beam development, and 
the development of energetic 
strategic laser weapons.”
